THE PENNSYLVANIA FLOOD. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Pirrssuna, PR., July 27.—As I predicted in 
my dispatch this morning, the scene presented. 

The devastation 
is complete and fearful, and extends several 
miles either way, north and south. At 8 o'clock 
lest evening the sterm suddenly broke with a 
fury baring description. The drops of rain 
were the size of goblets, and, as the vivid light- 
ning lit the scene, they would present the ap- 
pearance of diamonds glistening. The thunder 
was deafening aud incessant... It seemed as 
though the , artillery of heaven had 
been let loose, The esky during the 
storm bore a lurid color, as charged thoroughly 
with electricity, No one believed or thought 
what sad havoc this storm was doing, what de- 
vastation and tuin it was causing, or the life it 
was taking.

Frantic mothers 
were crying for their children, and equally 
anxious children looking for their parents. 
Willing hands there were found to search the 
debris for bodies, and as they were brought to 
light crowds would gather around looking for 
some relation or dear friend. As the body was 
recognized, some one would have it taken and 
properly cared for.

INSURANCE AND FIR 
To the Editor of The Chicage Tribune: 
Sin: Of the many brilliant essays with which 


great fire, probably the articles on insuranos in 


the average. Before the editor has time to re- 
tract his statements, and acknowledge that he 
was mistaken, as, I am told, he sometimes does, 
please allow me to say a few words that occur to 
me on the same subject, because it strikes me 
that there may be another side to the question.

The city cannot 
afford to treat them disdainfully, or to assume 
that the insurance business has any di- 
rect connection with general philanthropy. 
The insurance business is based on that cardinal 
motive in all political economy, an enlightened 
selfishness. The same kind of a mentor should 
be consulted by the city in its dealings with 
the companies. 


THE PITTSBURG FLOOD. 

The brief telegraphic announcement in Tux 
Trisune of yesterday of heavy rains in and 
about Pitteburg gave no intimation of the fright- 
ful disaster which is reported in detail this morn- 
ing. Pittsburg is situated at the confluence of 
the Monongahela and Allegheny Rivers, with 
steep hills all about it. Allegheny City is on 
the opposite shore of the Allegheny River, to 
the northwest of the city. The hill-sides are 
intersected at irregular intervals with 
runs or gulches, which form natural 
channels for any large waterfall from 
above. The heavy rains of Sunday night filled 
these gulches, and the water swept down tho 
hills with resist less impetuosity, carrying death 
and desolstion in its course. The area over 
which this flood is said to have extended is de- 
scribed ag from 20 to 25 miles in diameter, 
and astonishment is expressed that the terrents 
did not sweep down over the entire city. As 
it was, the damage done was confined mainly 
to the less attractive suburbs of Pitts- 
burg and Allegheny City, including Tem- 
peranceville and one or two other 
neighboring boroaghs. The devastated district 
was filled up with slaughter-houses, small manu- 
facturing establishments, and the homes of the 
working classes. The value of tlie property 
destroyed is not, therefore, BO great as if the 
flood had reached other and richer sections of 
the city. But this is insignificant as compared 
to the loss of hfe. More than 100 bodies have 
already been recovered; itis known that nearly 
150 lives have been lost; and it is believed with 
good reason that 200 men, women, and children 
have perished. 

Verily, this is an age of flood, fire, and fury. 
The Pittsburg borror is one of a class over 
which we can only mourn. It seems to belong 
to the category of catastrophes which are called 
unavoidable. When such a storm comes sud- 
denly upon a city, as did this, and Nature pro- 
vides the channels for a free passage 
on its way of destruction, there is 
nothing to be said that will atone for the suffer- 
ings it brought with it, not even in the way of 
pointing out protection for the future. The 
flood carried everything before it. Its force was 
as great, suddep, and impetuous as that of the 
Mill River Reservoir when it broke away from 
its barriers. There was no running sway from 
it. It washed away iron bridges, picked 
up houses and set them down in new 
places, tore up stones in the street to 
assist in the work of destruction, and even over- 
turned stone walls which vainly endeayored to 
impede its angry progress. Strong men were 
helpless as children, and women died from fright. 
People who had gone to church returned to find 
their homes swept away, and might have gone 
back to church to thank God they had left those 
homes in time to save their lives. The scenes 
and incidents related of this great trial 
have all the varied and terrible inter- 
est of great struggles for life, and, in 
reading the accounts that come to us we can 
ouly rejoice thut the City of Pittsburg escaped.

INCENDIARISM, 

The fire on North Clark street yesterday 
morning seems to have been a clear caso of 
incendiarism. The house was one of those 
small frame buildings permitted to be erected 
within the old fire-limite after the fire of 1871, 
and belongs to the class subject to be taken 
down under the notice given by the Board of 
Publie Works. Nicholas Steaden occupies the 
building, No. 219 North Clark street, as a :etail 
hardware store. He was insured in various 
companies in the sum of $14,000 on his stock of 
goods, fixtures, and building. Taue fire was 
discovered in time to extinguish it. The police 
aud fremen who entered the building discovered 
also the preparations for its destruction, 
and these were so extraordinary and 80 
complete that we have thought them 
worthy of 4 particular description,

What we 
wish to call attention to is the unquestionable 
evidence of incendiarism furnished by the ma- 
terials and their arrangement in this store. It 
would have required but a few mingtes longer 
time to have placed the causes of this fire beyond 
all discovery. The building would have been 
torn to pieces, and the wreck would have been 
ablaze. 

If anything more than the Staaden case were 
necessary to awaken the city authorities to the 
dangers of the times, and to convict the meur- 
ance companies of careless underwriting, it was 
furnished a few hours later by the discovery of 
anotber attempt at arson. This occurred in the 
South Division. The facts are irresistible. A 
fire broke out in a frame house on Portland ave- 
nue, but it was almost immediately subdued 
without the aid of the Department. Au in- 
spection of the premises showed that 
a large wax taper had. been placed on 
a pile of kindling-wood and paper, and 
left to burn. The occupant of ‘the apart- 
ments was a man named Anderson, He hada 
given the keys of his rooms to a family overhead 
about an hour before the discovery of the flames, 
with the explanation that his own wifp and chil- 
dren were away and he was about fo begin his 
day's work ata distance, The presumption is 
that the person who lit the tall wax candle had 
reason to know there would be nobody in the 
Anderson part of the house when the kindling- 
wood was reached. It is hardly necessary to 
add that Anderson was well insured, and the 
family overhead was not. * 

Thus have two attempts at arson Ween discov- 
ered in à single morning. They tend to show 
that, under the mystery which surrounds the origin 
of Bros occurring seemingly without cause, there 
is often incendiarism, and incendiarism of that 
deliberate kind which provides for the destruc- 
tion of all ordinary evidences by which it may 
be established. While it does not follow that 
every unexplainable case of fire is d 30 to arson, 
we have the evidence that arson is a not uncom- 
mon crime, and that it furnishes a sufficient ex- 
planation of fires which on any othet bypothesis 
are unaccountable. In this case, whoever may 
be found guilty of this deliberate preparation 
for the firing and destruction of the building, 
should meet such condign punishment as will at 
least deter others who may be contemplating a 
like crime. |

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CLOUD-BURSTS. 

Within the last few years the breaking of 
water-spouts,—if that is a proper name for the 
phenomenon,—like that which desolated a town 
in Nevada last week, has been frequently no- 
ticed. Nor is it confined to mountainous dis- 
tnéts. A few years ago a water-spout, or thie 
bursting of a cloud, caused very serious damage 
near the bridge of the Chicago & Northwestern 
Railway across the Rock River, three miles west 
of Dixon; and a similar disaster also befell the 
same road a few miles east of Dixon. There 
is an sbundance of evidence in most parts 
of the country that they have occurred in 
all of ite past history. Especially is this 
true along the line of the Pacific Rail- 
way. Broad beds of streams perfectly dry 
are common in the Black Hills and Rocky 
Mountain districts, which show plainly the 
action of terrible torrents not many years 
previous. Experienced railway-men have given 
it as their opinion that mufficient allowance is 
not made in the construction of our roads to let 
off the water in such bases. A similar disaster 
occurred in Southern Minnesota recently, where 
very considerable damage was done, and a few 
years since the President of the Michigan South- 
ern Railway and many passengers came near 
losing their lives, not far from Mishawaka, 
from the same cause. Several persons in the 
car next to them were drowned.

But the man to save France and give her a gov- 
ernment is not forthcoming. MacMahon w tired 
of waiting. He is beginning to let Frenchmen feel 
that they have tried long enough to fiad a succes- 
sor. French politicians, Orleanista, Bourbon- 
ists, Bonapartists, Republicans, are aware that 
the old soldier has observed their failure and 
their incompetency. He is satisfied now, since 
facts have opened his eyes to the real state of 
affairs, that his own is the only government 
France is ready to receive. He has been named 
the ruler of France for the space of seven years, 
and he has made up his mind, it would seem, 
that he shall continue to rule till the time pre- 
scribed by the law establishing the Septennate 
has elapsed. He is therefore putting a quietus 
on3Monarchistse, Bonapartists, and Republicans 
alike. The Marshal has been very friendly to 
Count de Chambord; but even the Count, 
by his late manifesto claiming to be 
by birth the rightful King of France, 
has incurred his displeasure. Indeed, the 
letter of De Chambord came well-nigh producing 
a political crisis, and making a worse mess of 
French politics than they are at the present time. 
Were it not for the belief now prevalent, that 
MacMahon has the ability to hold all parties and 
factions in the country in check, and that he is 
fully determined to exercise his ability in that 
direction, the letter of Henry V. would have 
been attended by some very serious consequen- 
ces. The Assembly and MacMahon are 
not very friendly, and there are not 
wanting those who think that a coupé eat 
is contemplated by the Marshal-President. The 
coup d etat would cousist in the violent dissolu- 
tion of the Assembly. Such a dissolution would 
be illegal, but it is the general impression that 
the country would support the President in it. 
The Union, which published De Chambord 
mauifesto, was suspended for fifteen days, for, 
as it expresses it, obeying the orders of the 
King,—that is, of the man who calls himself 
Henry V. : 
If MacMahon should dissolve the French 

sembly, and claim the right to rule France for 
seven years, he would probably be doing one of 
the few acts that can bring peace and prosperity 
to Franee. He seems to be the only power 
which a majority of the nation will obey or 
acknowledge as their leader. Under such cir- 
cumstances, he has at least one undoubted title 
to govern. 


ROME AND GERMANY. 
The German Catholics have held s meeting in 
Mavence, and issued a pronunciamente not in 
all things favorable to the German Empire. 
Bismarck has readit, and his fears that his 
French enemies have found an ally in Ger- 
many are confirmed, if they needed confirma- 
tion. The Catholics assembled at Mayence have 
raised the standard of rebellion against the 
principles of the German Constitution. While 
this demonstration was going on at May- 
ence, the Pope was exhibiting himself 
at Rome from a window of his palace 
to the crowd who demanded his blessing, 
telling them he was a prisoner, and expressing 
the hope that he would yet be free. At the 
game time or thereabouts, the Catholicism of 
the Bavarian Chambers was breaking gut in 
speeches forebeding dissolution to the Em- 
pire. It is not probable that the utterances 
of a few Catholics assembled at Mayence, of an 
aged priest at Rome, and of a few Bavarian rep- 


resentatives, can shake the German Empire or 


add very much to the discomfort of Bismarck. 

Germany has undertaken to nationalize the 
Catholic Church within its boundaries. It is 
not likely that it will succeed, since even Ger- 
man Catholics do not caro for a peculiarly Ger- 

man religion. But whether it succeeds or not 
in its efforts in this direction, it should be pre- 

pared to accept the consequences of its attempt. 
It should not expect that when Catholics meet 
at Mayence or the German Bishops at Fulda, 
they should break forth into acclamations over 
the ecclesiastical legislation of the Reichstag, 
the example of Lord Russell, 
send a message of sympathy to the Emperor in 
his contest with Rome.

The trade of the Dominion, however, 
speedily recovered from the blow, and the vol- 
ume of ite foreign commerce gradually increased 
until, in the seventh year from the repeal of the 
treaty, it reached the great sum (fora people of 
4,000,000) of $235,301,203—being $75,000,000

Moreover, our trade with Canada fell off large- 
ly after the repeal, the proportion of the foreign 
commerce of Canada transacted with the United 
States falling from 52% per cent in 1866 to 42 
per cent in 1867; in 1868, to 41 per cent; m 1869, 
to 40 per cent; m 1870, to 42 per cent; in 1871, 
to 40 per cent; in 1872, to 36 per cent; and in 
1878, to 35 per cent. The ave proportion of 
the commerce of the Provinces has been since 
the repeal but 386 — cent, against nearly 50 
per cent in the last ive years of the treaty.

Why, in view of these facts, Canada now 
wishes to renew the treaty is briefly told. The 
pobulation of the United States, it is said, “ is 
50,000,000, and that of the Dominion is but 
4,000,000. The boundary between them is for 
the most part a surveyor’s line, often unknown 
even to those who live beside it, and it is of the 
utmost importance to Canada that common in- 
terests and mutual good will should exist be- 
tween the two countries. And what so conducive 
to this end as commercial intercourse generously 
carried on and mutually profitable? The le 
of Canada are not ignorant that a mar near 
at hand is better than a distant one, and, pose 
as their present markets are, they would gladly 
have the old one im addition. They comprehend 
the barrier that custom-house restrictions 
throw in the way even Of existing traffic, and 
they seek to have these withdrawn.

What injured by winter-killing. 

Spring-wheat shows a general average of 96. In 
New England it was om the whule considerably above 
average, backward in several counties. In the 
few counties growing this crop in the Middle States it 
is below sverage. In Ohio, Nebraska, and on the 
Pacific coast the crop was alove average. In the 
Northwestern States it especially suffered from the 
ravages of cluinch-bug and other insects. In several 
counties of Indiana this insect were demonstrating 
seriously ; in Morgan sev al fields were destroyed, 
and were ploughed up to be put in other crops, I- 
nois reports numerous Casualties of similar character, 
and in those districts of Wisconsin where droughts 
— the same misfortune is noted. In several 
ocalities in Towa timely rains destroyed the young in- 
sects and saved the crops from their raveges, but not 
tall after considerable damage had been done. The 
grasshoppers were also injurious here. In Missouri 
the chinch nuisance was quite serious. In Caldwell 
— 1 Anny injury to the crop was estimated variousiy 
from 35 to 50 per cent. The chinch also infested the 

heat of Kansas; in Anderson they nearly 
rui the crop; in Franklin and Wil 
farmers par to sow no more wheat till secu 
against risk, In some counties, as in Montgom- 
ory, early sowings were but lightly affected, especially 
of wheat, but broad-cast crops were badly af- 
fected, In Nebraska, where the pest did not appear 
the crop was above the average. In some localities of 
California the crop was affected by hot, dry weather,
